2. Contribution overtlie Prior Art 

2.1 Document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 . The contribution above the prior art D1 is defined by steps (c)-(f) of claim 
1. 

The problem solved by these features is to determine the time of arrival of each of 
a number of signals arriving at a receiver. The solution to this problem is neither 
disclosed, nor rendered obvious by the teachings of any of the prior art on file. 
Thus an inventive contribution above the prior art can readily be acknowledged. 

3. Defects of the Application 

3.1 The present claims do not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT. 

Although claims 1, 14, 17, 18 have been drafted as separate independent claims, 
they appear to relate effectively to the same subject-matter and to differ from each 
other only with regard to the definition of the subject-matter for which protection is 
sought and in respect of the terminology used for the features of that subject- 
matter. The aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness. Moreover, lack of 
clarity of the claims as a whole arises, since the plurality of independent claims 
makes it difficult to determine the matter for which protection is sought, and places 
an undue burden on others seeking to establish the extent of the protection. 

3.2 Independent claims 1 , 13, 30 and 31 are not in the two-part form in accordance 
with Rule 6.3(b) PCT, which in the present case would be appropriate, with those 
features known in combination from the prior art (document D1) being placed in 
the preamble (Rule 6.3(b)(i) PCT) and with the remaining features being included 
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in the characterising part (Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCX). In the present case, steps (c)-(f) of 
claim 1 are considered to provide the contribution above D1 , and, as such, should 
be placed in the "characterising part". 

3.3 The expression, "terminal section" has been employed in claim 1 and further 
claims. However, the first mention of such is within parentheses. Expressions 
contained in parentheses have, in general, no limiting function on the subject- 
matter of a claim, and as such, cannot be considered as the antecedent to "the 
terminal section" as used on several instances. 

3.4 According to Rule 6.2(a) PCT reference signs should be inserted in the claims to 
facilitate quicker understanding. 
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
